This is a matter of concern to me and, I believe, 
to many members. Although the A.N.A. has been 
administered in recent years by men for whom I 
have the highest personal regard. I have long felt 
that this particular objective of the organization 
has been allowed to fall into the limbo of "good 
intentions" , 

My purpose in writing to you, therefore, is 
to ask you to use your good offices to consider 
this question and perhaps to stimulate the member- 
ship in such a way as to impress upon the officers 
of the A.N.A. their obligation to be the spokesmen 
for collectors. 

In order to acccraplish this, there should be 
a renewed drive to secure the membership of all 
of the individuals who currently class themselves 
as collectors.

Charles Wallace, long a student of silver dollars and publisher of 
some varieties in the Scrapbook of several years ago, wants badly to have 
somebody give his 1921-S variation a thorough study. It has been declared a 
counterfeit, but on cursory inspection. If it is such, then it is the first 
known struck counterfeit silver dollar, according to falter Breen, who said 
he had never seen any at all, in his series on counterfeits which he wrote 
in 1963. If it is not, then it is an unpublished major variety. In either 
case, it should be checked closely. 


Are you interested and willing to examine it, from either angle, or 
to reach either conclusion? Wallace wrote you but said you had never replied 
to his letter. If you will do it, write him direct and he will send both 
coin and photographs. If you will not do it, please write me, using the en- 
closed return envelope. Thanks. I enclose a tearsheet from Clearinghouse,

Deer Mr. Coffing: 

Your letter of June 23 , 196 ? is at hand. 

There ere a number of errors in the list which I am 
able to correct but there is other information about which I 
have no knowledge whatsoever. 

Fundamentally, I think you should include the Type II 
Indian Heed in copper because it was always in the same 
holder as the five Liberty Heed Nickels. 

One point you must make is that Samuel W. Brown was 
from Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and was an employe of the 
United States Mint. Whether he ever parted with them to August 
Wagner, I do not know. I believe Wagner merely advertised them 
for Brown's benefit. I believe the coins came to Col. Green 
through Wayte Raymond or Alden Scott Boyer. They did not go 
through B.G, Johns on. 

The address of Col. Green is New York or Roundtree, 
Massachusetts, rather than Chicago, 

The address of F.C.C.Boyd was Ringoes, Mew Jersey. 

When George Walton was killed I was advised that no 
1913 nickel was found in his estate. 

Unless you have more accurate data, I think you are 
treading on thin ice with respect to the ownership of some of 
these coins. 

I believe it is necessary for you to reiterate that they 
have never been listed in the Standard Catalogue or in the Red 
Book? that at best they could be viewed as patterns and that most 
researchers feel that they were made at the Mint without author- 
ity and removed without authority. 

I do not wish to be quoted as to the foregoing as I 
just giving you this information off the top of my head.

In accordance with your request on the telephone, 
yesterday, I am sending you, under separate cover, the three 
volume publication of "A Survey of Muraismatic Research” pub- 
lished by the International Numismatic Commission in connection 
with the meeting of the International Numismatic Congress at 
Copenhagen. You indicated this would be helpful to you in con- 
nection with an article. 

In this publication, Vol. 3> page 125*, you will find 
the article which I wrote covering a survey of numismatic re- 
search in the United States — -1960-1965. You are free to pub- 
lish all or any portion of this material if you care to.

I did not realize until I read your article on Colonials 
in COIN WORLD'S GUIDE TO COINS that you were quite excited over 
the Connecticut matter. 

If it helps you any to know it, my findings have not 
been published. The Connecticut General Assembly were not unin- 
formed. There was merely a report in 1789 which made a statement 
that minting stopped in June, 178? but what they forgot to report 
was that it began again. By the time the report was filed the 
coppers were knocked out of circulation due to their abundance. 
Legislators do not read reports, anyhow, as they are Just filed. 

The Treasurer knew all the facts. This is another one of my 
articles xfhich has been f ullyresearched but not written up. 

With respect to your potential relative, James Jervis, 

I want you to know that I have considered him a friend of mine 
for a long time. He was a New Yorker and he married the daughter 
of the two families who controlled the Connecticut minting oper- 
ations - the Broomes end the Platts. Unfortunately, that girl 
died while the Connecticut Mint was in operation. His name was 
used as the front for the family interests. He eventually went 
to Birmingham, England, in the Fugio mess. His brother lived in 
England. I have never traced him beyond this point but in my 
mound of files on the Fugio matter there may be some data. Was 
there any genealogy of the Jarvis family? If he was a relative 
of yours I will dig through ray files to help you uncover more 
of his background. At least the initials of his first and last 
names are the same as yours.

The eagle is the same, the date is 
in the same position, the back has exactly the same text, and 
the bar number is in the same position. Your bar seems to 
have a different number on each end. As previously stated, 
SF CAL, was on the opposite end from the number on the piece 
I saw. 


As you point out, the Pittman piece has a 7 on the 
four corners of the face and on the piece I saw there was a 6 
in those four corners. It is peculiar that the Pittman piece 
has on the back "6 OZ**, .lust as the piece I saw has, yet the 
Pittman piece has a 7 on the front. 

These fakes are silly end only tend to blur the 
investigation of other Ingots. 

By all means, ask Pittman where he bought the ingot 
and ask his source where his source acquired it. Someone 
has to track down the source of this trash.

I dropped a note to ANA headquarters on September 3rd and asked them to 
send to you the corrections that were to have l?een made on the definitions for 
the second terms booklet. Hopefully, you have received them by now, but you 
will also note that they are not too helpful due to the fact that the response 
was not as anticipated. You will probably do better from scratch, 

I am delighted that you will serve on the Education committee; That gives 
me quite a boost since this committee's v/ork is that of five former committees,,., 
library, reprints, slides, seminar, and terms. However, with the small good team 
that I have, it should work out more easily than the huge terms committee of last 
year. I will give some thought to a few helpers for each aspect of this committee 
and would welcome any suggestions which you might have. 

Did you happen to notice the picture of the lead impression of an 1879 
cancelled dollar die in the August 20th edition of Coin World? I wrote to Jim 
Johnson on it asking who the dealer was that had sold it in a mail auction. My 
interest in this stems from the fact that I had such a lead impression stolen 
from me at the time of my robbery in '65, Several years before that there was 
some wild story written by Lynn Glaser in some numismatic publication that this 
was a "spashler" or valuable lead impression from the Mint, The fact of the matter 
is that a dear f riend of mine in California owned such a cancelled die — it was 
not stolen from the Carson City Mint Museum because she had it long before that 
museum was ever in existence - foolhardy as it seems now to both of us - her hus- 
band made some 10 impressions of this die in pot metal. She gave me one and she 
also gave one to T.V, Buttrey vdio put it in the Yale Museum (about March 1961) 
noting it was a private specimen and placed it alongside of some other private 
ventures i.e, C, W, Betts, etc, W^ll, now that this has appeared in Coin World, 
Buttrey has called her to tell her that the Yale Museum specimen was stolen in 
their robbery and wondered if the pictured specimen had been from the Yale Museum, 
The whole crnx of this matter is that we want to squelch any ideas that such items 
are valuable numismatic specimens. 

However, I have the feeling that hers was not the only cancelled die in 
existence and others may be making lead impressions simply as a hoax. The fact 
that it is referred to as the obverse of a "CC” dollar makes me believe there are 
others, because how could one tell simply from the obverse? Since you are in the 
know on a lot of hokey-pokey in this business, do you know of people possessing 
cancelled dollar dies? This, obviously, has to be the answer, because I cannot 
believe that my stolen specimen or Buttrey *s is making all this news now. What
